PENTAGON THURSDAY DISPUTED REPORTS THAT SOVIET UNION WAS 
BUILDING NEW MISSILE SOLOS BEYOND THE LEVEL AGREED TO IN 
THE 1972 US-RUSSIAN STRATEGIC ARMS LIMITATION PACT, 

BEECHER SAYING THAT CONSTRUCTION WORK GOING ON AT SOME 
SOVIET MISSILE BASES WAS ASSOCIATED WITH BUILDING COMMAND 
AND CONTROL FACILITIES FOR THOSE MISSILES RATHER THAN NEW

FIRST. ACCORDING SPECIAL, FILANETS SAID KHLESTOV'S 
SPEECH CONTAINED PROPOSALS THAT COULD MAKE POSSIBLE REDUC- 
TIONS BEGINNING IN 1975. BUT INITIAL REACTION FROM NATO 
ALLIES WAS COOL AND TIMES INSERTED SENTENCE SAYING IN 
WASHINGTON OFFICIALS SAID THE REVISED PROPOSAL DIDN'T 
REPRESENT A SIGNIFICANT MOVE TOWARD THE WESTERN
